W O R L D that sometimes receives 
news of technical developments 
with bored unconcern is on tiptoe 
to learn more about a new kind 
of radio now the subject of intensive research 
in laboratories of Europe and America. 
Oc­ 
casionally brief demonstrations of the new 
apparatus are given, and for days thereafter 
the papers tell how radio energy has been 
focused as if it were from a searchlight and 
sent, with the consumption of an extremely 
small amount of power, in a straight line to a 
receiver some miles distant. 
Nevertheless, it is not generally realized that 
these demonstrations may herald die day when 
radio will be free of its two greatest bugaboos, 
static and fading, when television will become 
as commonplace in the home as sound radio is 
now, when even the planets Mars and Venus 
will be reached from the earth by radio signals 
just as continents are joined together today. 
Tile basis for these views into the future is 
the story of the rise of ultra-short wave radio 
and the strange things that scientists have found 
these previously neglected radio waives capable 
of doing. 
In the beginning of radio broadcasting the 
wave lengths then considered most choice— 
from about 200 to 500 meters— were set aside 
for stations broadcasting entertainment, 
and 
they continue to be used for that purpose. The 
thousands of radio amateurs who had been free 
to use these wave lengths were pushed down 
the scale to the “ worthless” bands below 200 
meters. 
As might have happened in a story book, ap­ 
pearances soon proved deceptive. 
Tile ama­ 
teurs began to do wonders with their “ worth­ 
less” strip. 
They learned how to talk to friends 
on the other side of the world with less power 
than a broadcasting station uses to send its pro­ 
gram a score of miles. 
They even heard their 
signals echo back after circling tile earth sev­ 
eral tunes. 


A V "H IL E amateurs worked largely by induc- 
** tive experimentation, commercial interests 
were busy applying tile deductive methods of 
research to the lower wave lengths, and soon 
they began to link the continents for long dis­ 
tance radio telephone communication by using 
wave lengths well below the 200-meter mark. 
Research is continuing to tear the veil of ig­ 
norance from that part of the electro-magnetic 
spectrum between radio waves and heat waves, 
revealing more clearly than ever before the fact 
that all radiations are of the same kind— from 
those of powerful long wave wireless stations 
dow'n tLough radio broadcast waves, heat 
waves of a hot iron, light rays from the sun, 
and X-rays of medical and industrial use, even 
to the cosmic radiation from outer space. 
Die 
difference is only a matter of tile length of the 
vibration. 
But what a great difference there can be in 
wave length, even of that comparate ely narrow 
band of the spectrum which includes the radio 
waves! 
Tile U. S. navy is planning stations 
that will put tm the air waves longer than 25 
miles. 
A common length for a wave from a broad­ 
casting station its 600 feet. 
You can talk to 
Europe from your telephone on waves as short 
as 42 feet 
A t about this length, radio waves 
become more interesting. 
From a length of 30 
feet. or about IO meters, down to an incred- 


reflected back to earth from the Kennelly- 
Heaviside layer. 
These waves must, 
it is 
thought, travel on into outer space. 
D r. I. E. Mouromtseff, research engineer 
who has been directing the experimental short 
wave work for the Westinghouse Company, 
suggests that knowledge of these waves, which 
apparently pass on through the ionized gases, 
brings the earth a step nearer to communication 
with neighboring planets. 
The first radio trans­ 
mitter to Mars would simply be a powerful 
short wave sender having its huge parabolic 
reflector directed heavenward, 
“ W e are certain,” Dr. 
Mouromtseff ex­ 
plains, “ not only that heat and light W’aves can 
penetrate something like the Kennelly-Heaviside 
layer, but that all radio or ‘dark light' w’aves 
less than seven meters long will penetrate that 
layer and leave the earth. 
“ It is quite conceivable,** 
he 
continues, 
“ that 
the 
power we have succeeded 
in getting into 42-centime­ 
ter beams is sufficient to 
pierce the Kennelly-Heavi­ 
side layer and travel 35,- 
000,000 miles to M ars. 


66T T is possible that such 
power may carry to 
such great distances 
be­ 
cause of the fact that prac­ 
tically all intervening space 
is really a high vacuum 
and does not. therefore, 
absorb 
the 
waves, 
once 
they 
get 
through 
the 
earth’s atmosphere.” 
Though they will not 
be 
absorbed 
in 
outer 
space, quasi-optical waves 
disappear 
and 
weaken 
strangely on 
the surface 
of the earth among famil­ 
iar objects which have di­ 
mensions very nearly the 
same as the wave length. 
W hen radio is installed on a train between 
engine and caboose care must be taken to see 
that the proper wave length is used, Eduard 
Karplus, engineer for the General Radio Com­ 
pany, points out. 
The wave used must be 
shorter than die diameter of tunnels, or the ra­ 
dio will not work while the train is underground. 
M r. Karplus also gives interesting facts about 
the ability of quasi-optical waves to penetrate 
rain and fog. 
Humidity, rain and fog have 
no effect on waves down to five centimeters in 
length, he says. 
But waves below five centi­ 
meters in length are weakened by the humidity 
of the atmosphere and even by the amount of 
carbon dioxide in the air. 


I N I E R E S ! IN G methods of sending sound 
by light are being devised. 
Music has been 
sent 3000 feet across the Hudson river at New 
York on a narrow beam of neon fight by en­ 
gineers of the General Electric Company. 
Dr. E. W . F. Alexanderson of the same 
company modulates electrical impulses 
from 
sound into high frequencies on a light beam 
from a high intensity arc and picks up this talk­ 
ing light with a photoelectric cell. 
He suggests 
as a radio aerial of the future, a powerful arc 
light mounted upon the top of a tall building. 
In company with other scientists. Dr. A lex­ 
anderson sees in short waves that travel in a 
straight line a solution to one of television’s 
most important problems. 
The greatest difficulty in television today, he 
believes, lies in the method of transmission. 
Radio waves usually follow several paths in 
traveling from the transmitter to the receiving 
station. 
Each ray following a different path 
produces a different image so that a composite 
image is apt to be blurred. 
For this reason 
television has been tending toward the shorter 
waves.

Use of the term, wave length, 
has been given up for many pur­ 
poses in favor of the measurement 
of frequency by the unit, kilocy­ 
cles, in which the dials of home 
radio sets are now calibrated. As 
wave length increases, frequency 
decreases, for, since the speed at 
which the waves travel remains 
the same, it takes a long wave 
longer to pass a fixed point than 
a short one.

surface of the earth—-not without repeater sta­ 
tions or reflectors placed about every IOO miles. 
Since they can be reflected and focused they 
can be made to travel in a straight line. 
The 
resulting “ searchlight'* beam of radio energy 


refuses to follow the curvature of the earth, as 
do longer waves sent out by present broadcast­ 
ing methods, but goes shooting off into space as 
soon as it has passed the curve of the horizon. 
Consequently the range is limited by the find­ 
ing of two points between which a straight line 
can be draw’n. 
If the apparatus ii taken to 
the tops of tall buildings or put on mountain 
peaks, this distance may be as much as IOO 
miles. 
Marconi, the radio pioneer, has already 
given demonstrations w’ith waves of this kind 
over distances of 25 miles. 
Conversation has been sent across the Eng­ 
lish channel on a wave only seven inches long. 
I he aerial was three-quarters of an inch long 
and the power used only sufficient to light a 
small flashlight bulb. 
Th* aerial was placed at the focal point of 
specially shaped metal reflectors, IO feet in di­ 
ameter, which gatliered the radio energy into 
a narrow beam as if it were the light bom a 
brilliant bulb and aimed it at a similar receiving 
mirror on die other side of the channel. 


I F the beam is made very narrow it must be 
* aimed carefully at the receiving mirror. Only 
a receiving station in the direct path of the beam 
is able to hear its message— an advantage of 
secrecy that will be valuable in time of war. 
Because these ultra-violet waves travel in a 
straight line between the sender and receiver 
and keep away from die variable electrified at­ 
mosphere far above the surface of the earth, 
the well-known KennJly-Heaviside layer, they 
stay practically free of fading and static. 
Hic 
ionized gases about 50 or more miles above the 
earth reflect from a rough undersurface most 
of the waves that reach it and have come to be 
blamed largely for these two bugaboos of radio. 
Radio engineers have noticed that only oc­ 
casionally are waves below 30 feet in length

A WARNING TO DE VALERA 


If the new President of the Irish Free State, 
Eamon De Valera, is wise, he will go slow in 
breaking the treaty with England which calls 
far allegiance to the British crown. 
The 
oath calling for allegiance to the King is the 
only tie which binds the Irish Free State to 
the’ British Empire. 
To be sure, it is a very 
slender tie, but England still has some pride, 
and her government will not take without re­ 
sentment an insult such as the breaking of the 
treaty establishing the Irish Free State would 
involve. 
The warning sounded by Neville Chamber­ 
lain, the Imperial Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
will undoubtedly be heeded by the new govern­ 
ment of the Irish Free State. 
When he said 
that the British government would look upon 
the breaking of the mutual contract entered 
into between the two governments without a 
conference as a matter of “grave concern/’ 
notice was given to Mr. De Valera that he 
would meet trouble if he carried out his threat. 
We are inclined to the belief that Mr. De 
Valera will heed the warning, and give him­ 
self to setting hi* domestic house in order be­ 
fore he tackles the problem which is bound to 
give him any amount of trouble. 
The British 
lion may be coaxed, but he cannot be coerced. 
Coercion is a game two can play, and for that 
game England is much better equipped. 
Mr. 
iDe Valera’s pronouncement that this matter of 
renouncing the crown must await the consid­ 
eration of matters of domestic concern is a 
straw in the wind pointing to a more sober 
judgment on his part. 
England today has a 
new weapon for the coercion of the dominions. 
It is the tariff. If friendly negotiation? do not 
succeed and Britain resorts to this weapon and 
clamps a tariff barrier down against Irish 
goods it will be a serious matter. Ninety-five 
per cent of Ireland'* products go to Britain or 
Northern Ireland. 
Ferdinand Kuhn Jr., a correspondent for the 
New York Times writing on the Irish situa­ 
tion recently stated: 
. . there is a special 
reason why Ireland is not free to secede and 
become a foreign nation. 
Hundreds of thou­ 
sands of Irish subjects living and working in 
Britain, many of them in the government serv­ 
ices, would be liable to deportation as aliens 
and to loss of employment if the policy of sep­ 
aration should be carried to the bitter end." 
Another writer offers interesting thoughts on 
the Irish situation. 
. . The entire British 
Isles represent the historic homeland of the 
Irish people. 
The English are not the real 
British and the title is a recent assumption 
with them. 
They are a Low German people 
and their ancient motherland i« not English 
but Schleswig-Holstein . , 
Furthermore, 
this writer bring! out: "Irish people have re­ 
sided and passed to and fro in Great Brit tip 
longer than they have resided in Ireland and 
much longer than the English have resided in 
England. It would be easy to cite strong argu­ 
ments to show that what is called the English 
people is more Irish than German . 
. 
. 
In 
view of these considerations, Irish separation 
from Britain might well appear more in the 
light of abandonment of an ancient patrimony 
and responsibility than the crowning gesture 
of a realized freedom." 
There is an apathy regarding the Irish sit­ 
uation. 
Mr. Benedict Fitzpatrick, the author 
of the latter quotation, says: I refuse any more 
to get excited about Ireland. 
The Times cor­ 
respondent emphasizes the coolness in Britain 
toward De Valera's outbursts. The reason may 
be the weapon of the tariff barrier which works 
at present in reverse since trade with the Do- 


iems. 
The students judged the articles, ex­ 
pressing whether they thought they were well­ 
balanced or unfair.

tance to propaganda which might be expected 
following participation in an original test. 
It was an interesting experiment. Few things 
are needed more desperately today than minds 
capable of distinguishing facts from emotional 
appeals. 
After such a lesson is learned there 
will follow the power to discriminate among 
our leaders and select the man who knows and 
lea ms from the man who only thinks he knows 
The American people are not so gullible as 
they are curious. 
The popularity of the maga­ 
zine “Ballyhoo" has been interesting, since we 
see the very people who have been moved by 
the appeal of the advertising slogans joining 
in a laugh rather more than less at their own 
expense. They were swayed and moved and im 
pelled by advertising slogans and appeals; now 
they laugh at the very things which really still 
move them to buy. The slogan has not lost the 
power of its appeal because we laugh at its bur­ 
lesque.

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TOO MANY GOING TO COLLEGE 


According to President Vinson of Western 
Reserve University in Geveland, our educa­ 
tional system is passing through a period of 
radical change. 
It has become necessary as a 
result of the overcrowding of our colleges and 
universities. 
Once the training field only for 
those who planned entering the professional 
field, the American college has become an in 
stitution for boys and girls actuated by mixed 
motives. For some it is the thing to do to go 
to college. 
It gives class and social standing 
to its graduates. 
For others it furnishes the 
material to meet more successfully the comped 
lion of our strenuous economic society, which 
as Abraham Flexner in an article in the cur 
rent Atlantic Monthly notes, is unworthy of the 
ideal of a true University. 
Among educators, the growing standard or 
the college and the university Is that of an in 
stitution especial designed to meet the needs 
of the scientific specialist. 
Very few attend­ 
ing the colleges in these days are planning to 
engage in research and scientific pursuits. Anc 
for those who are, the influx of the great mul­ 
titude of those who do not take their work seri­ 
ously is a great deterrent. 
The plan today is to develop the junior col­ 
lege, the purpose of which is to provide two 
years of general training of a cultural charac­ 
ter, and to admit to the last two years of the 
present college system only those who are ex 
peering to specialize in some scholarly and sci 
entific pursuit, 
This, according to the advo­ 
cates of the new system, will be in the interest 
of those who want a cultural basis for the ordi­ 
nary life which most are destined to live, while 
those who are planning to pass into higher 
fields of study will have greater opportunities 
for research and specialization. 
Our present system was bom of the spirit 
of democracy, according to which every Ameri­ 
can boy and girl was entitled to the very best 
that could be provided in the line of education. 
Changes in such institutions as a college and 
a university come slowly; but no one familiar 
with the movements in American colleges and 
universities can fail to see that we are on the 
eve of radical changes in the field of higher 
education.
